It  is  the  object  of  this  discourse  to  illustrate 
and  enforce  the  duty  of  instructing  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  religion. 
Whatever  may  be  said  upon  this  subject  vvili  ■ 
be  understood  as  being  directed  more  particu-  j 
larly  to  parents  who  believe  in  the  doctrine  of|j 
a  world’s  salvation.  I  cannot  find  much  faulill 
with  our  opposing  brethren  on  account  of  anyil 
remissness  in  this  particular.  The  sin  lies  atji 
our  own  doors.  It  is  a  fact,  which  I  am  sorryji 
to  name,  that  Parlialists,  are  generally  faithfulji 
to  a  good  degree,  in  teaching  their  children i| 
error,  while  zee  are  grossly  negligent  in}: 
teaching  ours  the  truth.  They  are  diligent  inlj 
instructing  their  children  in  a  faith  which jj 
causes  them,  too  often,  to  go  mourning  all  their. | 
days.  While  zee  neglect  to  instruct  ours  in  a  j 
faith,  that  will  fill  their  hearts  with  all  joy  and  j 
peace  in  believing.  We  have  seen  the  evil  of  j 
teaching  children  to  be  sour-hearted  bigots 
and  we  have  gone  to  the  other  extreme,  and,| 
neglected  to  teach  ours  to  be  calm  and  peace-jj 
ful  Christians.  I  presume  there  will  be  noj! 
difference  of  opinion  in  regard  to  what  we'i 
would  wish  our  children  to  be,  when  they  shall |j 
arrive  at  their  majority,  and  go  forth  fromj' 
under  our  charge,  to  act  their  part  in  the  greatj; 
drama  of  human  life.  We  would  like  to  seei; 
them  peaceful  and  virtuous  Christians,  whose|: 
minds  are  deeply  imbued  in  the  spirit  of  the  ! 
Gospel  of  Christ,  and  whose  hands  are  ready 
to  perform  every  good  work.  The  question  is, 
how  shall  this  object  be  efl^cted,  and*  what  is 
our  duty  as  parents  in  the  premises  ?

EPISTLE  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

To  the  "General  Convention  of  Universalists  in 
the  United  States,”  the  "  Massachusetts  Con¬ 
vention  of  Universalists,”  sendeth  Christian  sa¬ 
lutation  Grace,  mercy  and  peace  be  multiplied 
unto  you,  through  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ. 

Brethren— Since  our  last  epistle,  the  progress 
of  Universalism,  which  we  believe  to  be  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  truth,  has  been  gradual,  and  on  the  whole, 
encouraging  within  our  borders.  This  is  less 
strongly  marked,  however,  by  an  increased  num- 
wr  of  preachers  and  societies,  than  by  the  change 
which  is  steadily  taking  place  in  the  public  mind. 
Tbe  seed  aown  baa  taken  root,  and  the  ielda  are 


becoming  ripe  fur  the  harvest.  Pray  for  us,  breth¬ 
ren,  that  the  laborers  may  be  faithful  and  diligent 
in  the  Lord’s  vineyard,  and  that  murdi  fruit  may 
be  produced  to  the  honor  of  his  mime. 

At  the  present  time,  we  have  in  our  Convention 
sixiy-two  preachers — six  more  ilian  were  reported 
last  year.  And  assuming  the  former  estimate  of 
the  number  of  our  societies  to  he  coirt'ci,  we  have 
now  one  hundred.  The  following  st  iienieut  will 
exhibit  the  organization  ot  our  body  in  this  Com¬ 
monwealth,  and  the  relative  strengtii  of  its  several 
parts.

Twenty-eight  of  these  societies,  (seven  in  the 
Old  Colony  and  twenty-one  in  the  Boston  Associa¬ 
tion.)  now  enjoy  the  constant  labors  of  pastors  :  to 
which  number  should  be  added  at  least  four,  which 
have  heretofore  enjoyed  the  same  privilege,  but 
wbicli  lire  provideniiully  destitute  ol  this  moment. 
It  will  thus  be  seen  that  about  one-third  part  of  the 
whole  number  are  regularly  and  constantly  suppli¬ 
ed  with  the  ministration  of  the  word.  Of  the  re¬ 
mainder,  some  employ  preachers  half  the  time, 
some  mure,  u  larger  number  less,  and  some  proba¬ 
bly  are  entirely  destitute. 

No  death  bus  occurred  among  our  preachers  du¬ 
ring  the  past  year  ;  for  w  hicli  we  praise  God.  One 
very  worthy  brother,  Winslow  W.  Wright,  was 
called  away  Irom  his  earthly  labors,  a  lew  months 
since,  soon  after  removing  into  a  neighboring  State. 
.As  be  lind  labored  among  us  before  that  period,  it 
is  proper  that  we  should  bear  testimony  to  bis  faith¬ 
fulness  and  uprightness.  He  possessed  our  confi¬ 
dence  and  oflTection  ;  and  he  will  long  live  in  our 
remembrance.  The  memory  of  tbe  just  is  blessed. 

Universalism  was  early  pruclainied  and  embra¬ 
ced  in  this  Commonwealth.  Here  was  formed  the 
first  Universalist  society  in  the  United  States,  at 
Gloucester.  And  it  may  not  be  uninteresting  to 
you  to  learn,  that  of  the  little  band  who  presented 
such  a  noble  example  to  their  brethren,  wherever 
scattered,  one  individual.  Col.  William  Pierce,  yet 
survives.  Through  liis  life  he  has  been  ardently 
devoted  to  the  advancement  of  Gospel  truth.  Hit 
bodily  strength  is  now  decaying,  but  bis  faith  abides 
firm  and  sieadfast,  and  he  cheerfully  expects  the 
day  of  his  departure.  While  he  contemplates  the 
vast  and  astonishing  progress  of  light  and  truth 
during  his  life,  he  seems  filled  with  the  spirit  of 
aged  Simeon,  exclaiming  with  him— "Lord,  now 
lettest  thou  thy  servant  depart  in  peace,  according 
to  thy  word  ;  for  mine  eyes  have  seen  thy  salvation, 
which  thou  hast  prepared  before  the  face  of  all 
people  ;  a  light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles,  and  tbe  glo¬ 
ry  of  thy  people  Israel.” 

This  society,  (at  Gloucester.)  is  one  of  the  most 
prosperous  in  the  Commonwealth,  and  now  enjoys 
the  services  of  our  venerable  brother,  Thomas 
Jones,  the  immediate  successor  of  John  Murray. 
He  has  labored  with  them  in  word  and  doctriiM* 
thirty-one  years.  We  cheerfully  commend  him! 
and  Br.  R.  Friend,  a  member  of  hia  aocielj.  as 
two  of  our  delegates  to  your  body. 

The  denomination  of  Universalisu,  within  onr 
limits,  has  enjoyed  many  privileges  and  advanta¬ 
ges.  Some  of  our  most  devoted  and  successful 
preachers  have  labored  here.  It  may  not  be  proper 
to  refer  particularly  to  those  who  yet  live,  having 
grown  grey  in  the  service  of  the  Lord  posterity 
will  do  them  justice.
